They are measuring; men for their jobs, and segre- 
gating them according:- to- temperament, "natural 
aptitude, and with tho.ono object of making them 
efficient. 
Science and common-sense aro revolution- 


izing the system of employment in America. 


A very few years ago a young Oakland man, who 


had been managing an Ico cream factory, decided 
that he was not cut out for that work. Ho thought 
ho would mako a better statistician than ice cream 
xiaker, and, a short time later, he became secretary 
of the manufacturers' committee of tho Chamber of 
Commerce, Thero he delved Into statistics, and, in 
his study, developed tho fact that the Oakland fac- 


> lories did not hire their- workmen 
systematically. 


He corrected many cases of this, and thus was led 
t» a study of men and their aptitudo for work.

Today Mark M. Jones, 'former:manufacturer's sec- 


retary , In Oakland,.and'IaterracrJng secretary, of:tho 
Chamber of Commerce, is tho employment • expert 
for Thomas A. Edison. He'watches over the work-

Every workman Edison employs passes first

many fold, and other plants, using similar methods, 
also report striking successes. 


The work of tho Oakland expert is only In Its rudl-

mentary form. Famous scientists have gone further 
than the practical worker, even as tho 
theoretical 


.engineers have evolved new tools and methods for 
tho practical engineer who builds out bridges'or as 
the experimental scientists furnish new methods for 
tho practical physicians who, In -operating 
rooms 


and hospitals, battle with dlacasso. 


Civil service examinations, declare some experts, 


will soon go Into tho discard, and tests for the: work- 
man with a view, not to ascertaining bis knowledge 
so much as his natural efficiency for the particular 
job in view, will take their place. Knowledge Is 
power, but natural aptitude is Its modo of trans- 


, mission Into efficiency, oven as tho copper wire of 
the electrical . plant carries tho heavy current of 
electricity to tho point where it will do the greatest 
amount of good." 


Whatever a man may bo, r.owadnya, does not 


Indicate what he should be. lie may bo a policeman 
or a pianist, a boilcrmaker or a lawyer—but the 
professor of psychology can find, hidden away in

meat ably often Is-it that he is not following: tho 
vocation for which God Intended him. This is tho 
hypothesis on which the modern expert In employ- 
ment works.

The Pennsylvania rairoad has-a novel method for 


testing- its men, and tho City of New York .also -has 
made a specialty of testing: its carmen.. and motor- 
men. At Swarthmore College special teats are being 
worked out to find the salient traits of successful 
surgeons,_ lawyers, clergymen, or business men. 


PARENTS' PAUI/T. 


The average mother, dreaming over her son's 


future, chooses for him the vocation nearest her 
heart raid builds about him fond air castles that later 
prove to be his prisons. She may hope that ho be- 
come a great clergyman, and the son, -who-may'have 
the traits of an engineer Instead, studies for tho 
ministry—and makes a life's failure. His father 
may seek to have his son follow' In his own foot- 
steps, and lead the son through an. endless course 
of. studies and" work that to him. Is misery, and 
dooms him to failure. 
Then .they blamo 
the son 


for being stupid. 


"Who Is really to blamo? 
"Tho boy.Is all right, but.'hts job is-wrong,"'say 


tho psychologists. "Ho should be '• doing, not what 
his parents want htm to do, but what ho is by nature 
best.fitted to do. Because the world' has acquired 
the notion that a doctor or a lawyer or a minister 
is better than a clerk or a reporter or a teamster, he 
Is placed in the wrong vocational environment and 
fails." 


In Berkeley thero lives a ^particularly brilliant 


clergyman. • Of stern Elnglish parentage, ho was 
destined by his parents, even before his birth, to 
become a lawyer. For four years ho attended tho 
University of California, studying law, and success- 
fully, because, with a naturally brilliant mind and 
more than the usual amount of concentration, he 
succeeded by will power in the pursuit of knowledge 
that did not Interest him. Ho analyzed himself. Ho 
knew that ho was by natural tendencies a minister; 
but-nto-father was-paylngr for hlS'«dncatlon,.and he 


thought It was his duty to do as instructed. 


But finally he saw another lawyer—driving a 


street car. This man had failed because ho was not 
by nature fitted for the bar. Ho was doing- what 
he could to live, 
' 
l 


The law student went home and "had it out" with 


his father, and finally his .father saw the light. Tho 
next day the son transferred to • a theological 
seminary. Ho went through in. half tho tlmo of 
the usual student, and today stands at the head of 
his calling-, a success, self-redeemed, out of potential 
failure. 


But this Is an extreme case. Tho average boy 


does not analyze himself. Ho feels vaguely that 
something is wrong. He feels that he Is not a suc- 
cess, and blames hia own brain. His brain is all 
right—but he is not using it right. -Ho is trying to 
dig a ditch with a lawn - mower-^that Is all. 


Professor John B. 'Leeds of the Templo Univer- 


sity says that sociology is as important as psychology 
In fitting the boy or man to his calling. 


"It is not so much tho question of the individual 


as of society at large," declares tho famous psychol- 
ogist. "Thero is, In fact, too often a tendency to 
consider the individual taste's or vague ambitions of 
tho immature child • rather than what the world 
needs. Thero aro certain characteristics, for In- 
stance, equally valuable In several'lines of endeavor. 
In such case the vocation to be chosen is the ono 
that the world most needs." 


VOTIMER'S ' WOTm. 


A college class would laugh If their professor told 


them that they should become policemen. Tot, not 
long ago Chief of Police August Vollmer, who occu- 
pied the chair oC criminology at tho summer session 
of tho University of California, declared that If moro 
college men would realize tho Importance of a police- 
man's duties ancl would take It up tho efficiency 
standard of that cnlllntr would po up 100 per cent. 
Ho has started a move for a "college-bred police- 
man" Iliat, crimonologists «ny, will revolutionize, tho 
work. The claws at tho University of California is 
tho entering wcdgo.

Education, scientists agree, should be a gradual step 
toward a life work. Then why not get out of it the 
fullest efficiency? 


Naturally a man's general character has much to 


do with his efficiency In any line of -work—and 
therein comes in the -work of the practical employ- 
ment expert. Jones bases much of his success In a 
practical application of his calling' on this point. 
But word reactions and response to psychological 
tests cannot always determine what ho Is fitted'Tor, 
if the subject at the time Is not "keyed up" for the 
test Therefore, says Jones, the subject should be 
tested not only when about to take a position, but 
also shortly afterward, when the indications are far 
more reliable. 


Tho experiments, of course, aro yet In their In- 


fancy, but the work Is. well on Its way, and ulti- 
mately will reach perfection and transform 
the 


world Into a modern Utopia, according- to science— 
with overy man in his rightful place. 


And even If this Is somewhat visionary, It Is aa- 


sured that there will bo some Improvement, in this 
old world as It twists through space—and that alone 
more than Justifies the employment expert. 


A anSVTAI/ TAILOR.. 


The employment expert la a sort of mental tailor. 


He measures a man's mind for his Job, aided by the 


. researches of the psychologist, and 'even 
by 
the 


mechanical Investigations . of • the . physician—for 
sometimes bodily condition,-as .any physician will 
testify, affects the brain, and thus 
affects man's 


. efficiency. 


The ideal workman In any line or any profession 


need's,' perhaps, first of all, Health. It is here that 
the school nurse system,'.as .developed In the Oak- 
land public schools, arc of incalculable aid to 
the 


employment expert, in that It furnishes him with 
more ancl better'material on which to'exercise his 
peculiar 
lino 
of 
knowledge. 
The 
psychological 


laboratory in the public schools, too, weeds out the 
unfits before they are turned out into the world, ' 
again keeping the.chaff from tho mill of the expert. 
The expert, therefore, will In the future have'•'the 
best of material on which to 
operate, 
and 
-will, • 


thereby, have his task in the best of shape, to render 
—which in this case means discover—efficiency, 


Tho psychologist's Investigations have made tho 


work of the practical expert far surer—in fact It can 
almost be said that a man Uko Munsterberg- can 
clamp a couple of electrodes onto a child's head, ask 
him questions-and watch an indicator needle, and 
tell to a certal.nty his life's works. 


But the employment expert need not be a. Munater- 


berg. Jones proved that. The psychologist working 
on vocational problems need follow only a 
few 


simple rules—his task la far simpler in tho main than 
that of the doctor who must/look after the health 
of his charge. Looking after efficiency, and placing 
the worker where efficiency may be gained, is be- 
coming almost a standard operation in :vome of tho 
big concerns In the East, and' Europe has long been 
far ahead In tho work. 
Of course, the "practical" 


employment expert may. sometimes rnako hla mis- 
takes—but with the system of frequent tests thes* 
aro reduced to a minimum and can bo repaired at 
almost any stage, 


"Women are harder than men to find vocations lor 


by tho employment agent's methods, for they aro 
mentally alert ancl quick to change mental; opera- 
tions, say the experts. On the othor 
hand 
«iar«> 


latitude, can be used In choosing a woman's'vocation, 
for tho self-same-reason. 
Her mind Is moro adapt- 


able to vocational 
conditions. 
And, ' furthermore, 


under present social conditions, her need is 'not'.' so 
great in the main, although tho steadily growing im- 
portance of woman In vocational-life makes her a 
problem that must be copnd with seriously In a.very 
few years.

David C. Brpderick and .Judge David-S. Terry, In re- 
sponse to the letter's challenge demanding^ of Brod- 
erick "the satisfaction usual among, gentlemen," met 
in the county of San ilateo,'Just over, the San'Fran- 
cisco county line, near .Lake .Merce'd, or, as deline- 
ated on the early maps, "Laguna de !a Merced." At- 
tended by seconds a.nd accompanied by friends and 
acquaintances, one of the principals obtained the 
"satisfaction" he had demanded.

Recently the ground upon which the duel was 


fought has been Definitely located, and will soon be 
suitably marked through the efforts of the Historic 
Landmarks Committee of the Native Sons of the 
Golden West.

OAKLAND'S PART. 
! . • 


Oakland had ah Indirect part In the affair, for It 


was from this city that Judge Terry sent his first 
letter to Broderlck, insisting upon a retraction 
of 


certain remarks made'by the Senator on June 26, 
1853; at the International ITd'tel in San Francisco.. It 
is hot generally known that for several days Oak- 
land was the custodian of the dueling pistols.' These 
famous firearms were procured .at Stockton from Dr. 
Dan Aylette. The doctor brought the case of pistols 
to Oakland and gave It into . the charge of John 
Freaner, 
formerly 
deputy sheriff 
under 
Jack 


Hays, who kept it in safe custody until the moment 
the weapons were required to be taken across to San 
Francisco. 
- 


Immediately following 
the 
duel Judge ' Terry 


came to Oakland in a special boat held ready for 
him by Michael Hays, and from this city pro- 
ceeded to Stockton., When Terry reached Oakland 
he was Informed by John Freaner that there was 
report in town that Broderlck was dead. 
Terry 


assured Freaner that such was not the fact; that 
the ball had struck his antagonist "too far out." 


Broderlck and'Terry met in the early morning of 


September 13, 1859. 
On hillocks 
near 
by were 


gathered about seventy spectators. The principals 
were similarity -dressed, wearing long, full black suits, 
with frock coats buttoned across the 
breast, 
and 


without shirt collars. 
The men were about equally 


tall but Broderlck was heavier. 
Broderlck wore a 


soft black hat pulled down, low over, his forehead. 


" The tragedy was 'about to be enacted. 


"Gentlemen, are you ready?" 
In firm tones the response, "Ready," Instantly 


came from Judge Terry. Senator Broderlck did not 
answer at once and was seen adjusting 
his pistol. 


Finally, with a hod-'of 
assent 'ho pronounced the 


word "Ready." Then came the words'"Fire! one— 
two." 
Almost at 
the "one" Senator 
Broderlck 


fired. 
The ball entered the ground before he had 


fully raised the pistol, which Is said to have had a 
hair trigger. Before "two" had been uttered Judge 
Terry fired. His ball did not miss. Dust came from 
tho right lapel of Broderlck's coat showing where 
the bullet entered. He fell half prostrate to 
tho 


-f ground, his left hand supporting him.

Judge Terry hurried from the scene where the mor- 
tally wounded United Btatea Senator lay he could

Colonel E.-D. Baker, himself later chosen a senator 
from Oregon. - Baker, one of the greatest orators of 
the "West, began his eloquent address with these 
words:

Fifty-seven years have elapsed since these events 


occurred. With time the 'bitterest animosities are 
forgotten. 
This historic meeting can now be dis- 


cussed calmly. Few of the bitter partisans of either 
man now live. Those were tho 
days when the 


amenities of political discussion were not observed 
as they are today, and the most violent personal at- 
tacks were 
Indulged 
In 
by opposing candidates. 


These were the days when a crisis was nearlng In 
the affairs of the nation and California was drawn 
Into the vortex.' Broderick stood with the North, 
and Terry's sympathies were with, the South.

It Is a matter of record that Judge Terry, :in a 


public speech before 
the 
Uecompton 
Democratic 


convention which, refused him," as an Incumbent, the 
nomination for the supreme bench, 
had 
referred 


disparagingly of Senator Br'oflerlck, although he did 
not attack his character. 
Reading an account of 


this speech'while seated In the dining-room oC the 
International Hotel, Senator Broderick, In the hear- 
ing of a former associate of Terry's, declared that 
he had heretofore spoken of Terry as an honest man 


th» only honeit man on the.bench of a oor- 


rupt supreme ecurt, but that he found he was mis- 
taken and that Terry was as bad as the 
others. 


Having previously befriended Terry it is apparent 
that Broderick, incensed, spoke in anger when he 
read Terry's speech, uttered under the sting of de- 
feat. 
A retraction might have been sufficient, but 


when feeling runs high, as It did in those days, men 
would rather fight than retract. That was Brodc- 
rick's decision, no doubt influenced by the advice of 
friends equally f^s bitter.

"THE DAYS OP OLD, THE DAYS 


OP GOLD, THE DAYS OF '49" 


AN FRANCISCO, Sept. .16.— 
If you are fortunate enough 
to', come across a San Fran- 
cisco directory of the year 
1850 you will be interested. - If 
you chance to own one you 
have a prize.' The probabili- 
ties are that you do^npt num- 
ber a copy among your pos- 
sessions, for about all that 
weathered the years were de- 
stroyed by the great 
fire. 


Judge Mowry .has a copy. He has copies of other 
very early issues. It is interesting to ^go over this 
compendium of early names by one's self, but it is 
much more interesting to go over it with Judge 
Mowry and listen to his running comment on the 
men and events and conditions of sixty-six, years 
ago. Hyde was the last street to the west in that 
day, though the inhabited area was much closer in. 
Judge Howry's old-time idea of distances seems to 
persist, for he referred to a person whose nahie was 
underdiscussion as having lived "way out on Stock- 
ton street. This directory is of pocket size and con- 
tains 140 pages. Its title page conveys the informa- 
tion^ that it was issued September 1, 1850, was 
printed by the Journal of Commerce press for 
Charles P. EmbalL . The last printed paragraph on 
tne inside of the back cover is a notice that "all who 
wish .this book can have it by Applying at the Jour- 
nal of Commerce office, or to the 'Noisy Carrier.' " 
2 i >^LGeary was the mayor, Malichi Falloh mar- 
fl£fL 
There. were nine aldermen and ":hine assistant 


aldermen. There were 'fifty-three -policemen, of- 
neered by a chief or marshal, three captains, three 
assistant captains, three first serg'eants and three 
second sergeants. There were ten attaches of. the 
postoffice. Postage on letters for "all parts of' the 
United States and Oregon" was 40 cents; all parts 
of-California, 12y2 cents. The-places of amusement 
were not many. Besides the Athenaeum exhibition 
of model artists,, the Dramatic museum and Howe's 
circus there was a bull fighting arena. It was lo- 
cated "on Vallejo street, near the Catholic Church;" 
There were seven regular places of worship-—Bap- 
tist, Episcopal,; Methodist, Congregational, Grace 
Chapel, Catholic, Presbyterian. Rev. William Tay- 
lor was the Methodist pastor, and on Sundays 
preached on Portsmouth Square at 2:30 p. m. There 
were six daily newspapers—the Alta, Journal of 
Commerce, Herald, News, Courier and Picayune. 
Washington Bartlett was the proprietor of the 
Journal,of Commerce and John Nugent of the Her- 
ald. The Washington baths advertised "grand "an- 
tidotes for the dust, etc., which .abound^ in his re- 
gion." The San Jose Hotel offered board and lodg- 
ing for $15 per'week; board without, lodging, $12.

Spme Historic Characters:.^- 


The/Argonauts have been accorded fame in his- 
tory and romance for,the part they' played in the 
development'of San Francisco, California and the 
Pacific Coast. The'.names of some of them are 
household words, at least on this edge of country. 
Very many of them 'are down in this little directory! 
To read it is to con the names of those who figured 
in the golden days of romance when the whole world 


• was awakened by the marvelous discoveries of Cal- 


ifornia, and the more energetic and daring voyaged 
hither in search of the .Golden Fleece.: One' man 
1 was as good as another in those, days. Their avoca- 


tions are acknowledged. If one is a roller boy in a 
printing office it says so -just as frankly as it tells 
that the next one is a banker. One entry gives the 
occupation as "gentleman." At that early day'the 
founders of many of the present-day leading-fami- 
lies were in humble beginnings. Flood and O'Brien 
lived at Pacific and Mason, though 'their emporium 
was down town on Merchant. -Mackay and Fair had 
not emerged from the mines. There was quite a 
list of Crackers, but the founder "of the family had 
not moved down from Sacramento. Henry W. Hal- 
leek, who was then a member of the prominent law 
firm of Halleck, Peachy & Billings and later gained 
celebrity as a general in the CivilWar, was singu- 
larly overlooked in the main body of the book, and 
' had to figure in an addenda'.. The number of emi- 
nent men who thus were accorded belated publicity 
leads to the surmise that not all the dwellers in .the 
city were rounded up.. Among these are Athertori, 
Barren, Belden, Bowie, Doble, the Dwinelles,-Flood 
and O'Brien, Hammond, Delos Lake, George Hyde 
(Alcalde), Lazard, Lent, Liyermore, McGovem, 
Wetherbee, Whipple and many others. As has been 
so well understood and .picturesquely written, there 
were many gentlemen,of fortune 'among the Argo- 
nauts. The modem term is gambler.: But the gam- 
bler 'of the,-'fifties appears to have been a much 
more interesting person than the man of chance 
•who gets surreptitiously past today. Many of those 
whose names appear are frankly set down as 
"sporting men." But not S. B. Whipple—Steve 
Whipplp,.—.the bost known gambler of the city for 
three decades. It was always said of hinvthat he 
was on the square and dead game. Besides' being'"' 
the last^of a picturesque class that inspired much 
romance and some poetry anent the early days, 
Whipple had the distinction of having a bay steamer 
named after him, which was equipped with a cal- 
Jiope that made itself heard far up the reaches of 
San Francisco's slopes. 
Australian Wool 


Although Australia has shut itself off from the 


American wool market, where before the great war 
*o much of the product found its way, the price has 
not lately been greatly advanced in .consequence; 
Scoured wool of the first-class is 'selling around 
eighty cents. That is about what it brought a year 
ago. Australian.wool was prohibited to this coun- 
try for the reason that England wanted its allies to 
be supplied first and foremost, after itself had re- 
ceived all that, it required. Consequently Japan takes > 
five times as^much as it formerly did, and is get- 
ting- into an important position as a manufacturer 
of cloth. Russia is also taking a great deal com- 
pared with former times. But the greater part of 
Australian wool that is exported goes to England

and ' France." Argentine „ \vool is having an inning. 
It is a coarser wool than either Australian or Amer- 
ican, but is in- unu^ 
for army goods, be- 


ing especially -suitable for that purpose. San Fran- 
cisco buyers /say the i wool ^situation is not very 
profitable for them, but that slieep men are reveling 
in, good times. .They, say that unless .the wool in- 
dustry is ' protected : by a .tariff, the Japanese .are 
going to, figure against our cloth and garment in- 
dustry. Getting their wool near at hand free of all 
.duty, they can work, it up. at 'a cost that America 
cannot touch. One of the unexpected results of this 
war is the awakening of the Japanese people to the 
possibilities of this •industry.

Eight Hours in Australia 


BOWIE DETRICK FURNISHES 


HIS FRIENDS A REAL SURPRISE 


Australian who was here when the agitation' 


was oh over the eight-hour demand of ' the railway- 


. workers was .someVhat surprised- that there was so 
much pother over it. He ^explained that- an eight- 


'.. hour law had been in : force in Australia for a long 


time. Indeed^: that island commonwealth has gone 
farther with labor laws than- any other country, • 
i with "the possible .exception of New Zealand. The 
labor party: has dominated the country for years, 
and , has enacted many laws with the purpose of 
helping thb laboring mail. .The Australian says 
that* some .of "these have helped the workingman, or 
.at least mitigated his, condition; but it was doubted ' 
if as a whole the- labor legislation had been bene- 
ficial. . As'tb the eight-hour law, he explained that- 
it was exactly what its. name suggests. Nobody can 
work for hire more than eight hours out of twenty- - 
four. " There is no such, ithing as overtime. The ' 
only /conditions under which one, can work more - 
than .eight hours a day -is when it is found impossi- 
ble to obtain, others. In that -case the worker has 
to appear before a magistrate and make, affidavit 
as to the -labor_ 'famine. After doing that- he can 
get in overtime. This. law works badly for all who 
have the capacity, and the inclination to exert them- 


. selves more than eight hours a day. They have . 


not the opportunity to get .ahead. There is such 
dissatisfaction for this reason and others that there 
is quite a. split in the labor party, according to this 
informant.

The Result in Maine 
"/. 


:;• The result of the Maine election has caused Re- 
publicans here great elation. The heavy /oratorical 
guns that were rushed into the State by both par- 
'ties were indices of- the importance with 'which the 
contest was .generally regarded. The -Democrats 
marshaled a ..considerable phalanx of their most 
powerful .speakers, but as has been claimed . all 
along, they lacked the argument. There is one 
-thing that" Republicans are unable to comprehend 
from this "distance, and that is the process of i-ea- ' 
soning by which the conclusion was reached that 
Secretary of the , Navy Daniels ,would be a drawing 
card up there. Maine ris a maritime section of the 
country, and the people are better able to appreci- 
ate what: the Secretary of the Navy .has done to the 
country .than; those^ of 'any other Section, with the 
possible exception; of the Pacific Coast. The vote 
certainly does not indicate that he was a tower of 
strength. But against such speakers as Hughes, 
Borah, Roosevelt and the others, and such issues as 
they urged, no oratory 'could prevail. 
Republican Disquiet 


Some Republicans affect to see certain disquiet- 


ing signs in this State as to the presidential pros- 
pects. They point out -that the Democratic bureau 
is issuing circular letters naming this one. and that 
one. who has given adherence -to: the Democratic • 
candidate, and whose last activity was in behalf of 
the Progressive cause. Some of these hold State of- 
fices. It is openly, charged -that there is a deal on for 
votes whereby support will be accorded on the one/' 
hand for votes on the other. California is so nat- 
urally a Republican State, and stands so clearly in 
need of the protective policies of the Republican. 


• party, that all who are alive to the situation 'would 
be out and at work to make the result sure. That 
there is.no stir of this sort oh the part of some who 
are expecting election at the hands of the Repub- 
lican voters is a matter that naturally provokes 
disquiet and solicitude. Developments are looked 
for mostly along these lines.

Judge Dunne's Fine 


Every little while there pops up a story about a 


magistrate who" has inadvertently, or unknowingly, 
or in some) way, committed an inconsequential in- 
fraction, of the law, and then proceeds to try him- 
self and fine himself for the transgression. The 
latest instance is that of Judge Dunne who, while 
automobiling through the country, drove past a 
street car at Grass Valley contrary to an ordinance ' 
made and provided. He was not haled into court 
on the instant, but was permitted to go -his way, 
Justice being reasonably sure of obtaining her own 
by a more deliberate -process. A warrant was issued 
for his arrest and forwarded to this city, together 
with a transcript of the evidence and an explana- 
tion from the court that the fine would be $10 in 
the event that the prisoner, upon an examination : 
thereof, should adjudge himself to be, guilty as 
charged. It makes a rather interesting story and 
is a variant from the usual form of self -trial. The 


late Police Judge Alex Laidlaw of Oakland once 
upon a time found that he had broken some ordi- 
nance or other, and gravely proceeded to trial with 
himself as a;prisoner at the bar. He reviewed the 
evidence, in some part imaginary, gave himself 
quite a serious lecture, found the defendant guilty 
as charged and closed'the incident by descending 
from the bench, extracting from his wallet the 
amount of the fine which he had imposed upon 
himself, and handing it over to the proper court of- 
ficer. 
Bowie DetricK Enlists 


The stoiy of Bowie Detrick's enlistment in the 


regular army is at the moment a considerable part 
of the small talk of the set. Bowie is in his very 
early twenties, is an unusually presentable chap, a 
tennis crack and at the assemblies, of which his 
mother has been the successful leader for several 
seasons, was the poetry of motion.

Of: the last batch of injunctions against the res- 


taurant picketers sixteen were issued by Judges 
Crothers and:Deasy. : Judge Hunt handled the first 
series. Hunt, it.is understood, will not seek re-elec- 


. tipn -when his term' -expires. Crothers and Deasy 
have'fouv.years"yet to serve. This injunction liti- 
gation is something like sticks of dynamite for 
judges to handle—at least, -judges who have any 
thought of re-election. Hunt followed the decision 
of the supreme court in the Pearce case. That was 
an-:action wherein the Stablemen's Union was en- 
joined from picketing Goldberg & Bowen: It was 
in effect that picketing of any kind—interfering in 
any way with lawful business—is a violation of the 
law of California. Hunt enjoined the culinary or- 
ganizations. from any form .of picketing; but\when 
it got up to the other judges they modified the or- 
der to the .extent of inhibiting violent or disorderly 


^picketing. : As-long^aS the pickets merely march up- 
arid down they, are" riot held to transgress the iaw. 
The general result of the1 injunctions and of 'the ac- 
'tivities of the Chamber of Commerce "has been .to 
greatly lessen the picket business. It is a question 
whether picketing was effective in any but isolated 
cases.. It'has not yet .had effect in the lumber 
handlers' strike. 
This was expected to develop 


those features characteristic of the San Francisco 
strike of the past; but men continue to work unmo- 
lested. The stevedores continue to handle freight 
from everywhere, regardless of how it has been 
loaded, or manufactured, or handled. Whatever 
may be said or threatened or done regarding the 
Chamber of Commerce, all sides admit that its ac- 
tion has had a restraining effect on strike activi- 
ties.

Action Rescinded 


_ When the Labor Council went on. record some 
time back in favor of prohibition there was a good 
deal of surprise. It was declared by the labor, lead- 
ers to be a measure of retaliation against the Cham- 
ber .of Commerce. The inside, dope was "that it was 
aimed at. Koster, president of the chamber, who is 
at the head of a large cooperage concern. The 
theory seemed, to be that by establishing prohibi- 
tion the demand for barrels would fall off and thus 
.the'head of the chamber would suffer. The action 
was not allowed to remain long in force, however, 
for on September 1st it was rescinded by a vote of 
81 to 2. This action was taken on the recommenda- 
tion' of the lav/ and legislative committee of the 
council, which reported that it could not get posi- . 
tive proof that the liquor interests were assisting 
the open-shop campaign of the'Chamber:of Com- 
merce. The matter of rescinding was debated till 
1 o'clock, and Delegate Doyle from the Riggers and 
Stevedores gave notice that he would move for a 
reconsideration. This union had taken individual 
action in favor of prohibition' concurrent with that 
of,the Labor Council.

THE LATEST SEA BLOCKADE.- 


This country had not fairly composed its ruf- 


fled feelings over British interference with 
United States oversea mails when it is con- 
fronted with embargoes as to exportations to 
Holland, and vexatious restrictions as to those 
to Scandinavia. 


It is hot yet clear just how far these interfer- 


ences go. The formal announcement is that the 
British government has refused to allow The 
^Netherlands Overseas Trust to accept further 
American consignments, and that it will not 
grant letters of assurance as to Scandinavian 
Consignments. The deduction from 
the de- 


spatches is • that commerce with Holland is en- 
tirely forbidden, and that with ^weden, Norway 
and Denmark is to be undertaken .at the con- 
signors' risk.

But'Lord Cecil, Minister of War Trade, modi- 


fies -this conclusion, it would seem/by declaring 
.that" the prohibition "applies only to certain ar- 
ticles, and not to .trade in general." Also he ex- 
plaiiis that the exportation of certain articles is 
forbidden on the ground that the countries have 
received in seven months more than a year's 
supply. Holland's normal supply of coffee, for 
instance, is 18,000 tons, but already this yearvit 
has received 50,000 tons. 


It may be important to Great Britain to thus 


interfere with the commerce of neutral and even 
•friendly nations, but it will not-be; .accepted with 
equanimity by the nations. It will be regarded 
with emphatic disrelish by this nation, which 
will not be satisfied by such explanations as that 
its customers are laying in more goods than they 
need. 


It may not be good policy to,, severely charac- 


terize this action before it is thoroughly under- 
stood, but if the action shall prove to be as far- 
reaching as it seems from first reports, some 
Americans are likely to come to a nearer under- 
stanijjng of .what is meant by the term, "Bully 
.'of the Seas." 


A despatch informs us that the British com- 


mander-in-chief, shocked by the skin-tight bath- 
'ing costumes worn at Boulogne, has ordered the 
military police to parade the beach and hale all 
who: are guilty of such modes before the trib- 
unal. It might be supposed that there ar(e so 
many other things to get shocked at by those 
who-are engaged in the war that such a thing 
as a bathing costume would escape severe notice. 
But it would seem that inconsiderable things 
still command the attention of the men who may 
be away at the front and dead tomorrow, after 
having made an acute issue of a woman's bath- 
'ing dress today. Truly an instance of the grave 
and the gay in juxtaposition. 


It is interesting to read the Eastern papers 


published before the Maine election but after 
some of the Democratic speakers had returned 
.from their labors and expressed themselves as 
to the result.

POLICING THE BORDER. 


Border police on the Mexican line is a sensible 


idea. Unless something like order is restored it 
will be-a-necessity. There will have to be a 
strong cordon, -like^ there is about a camp, to 
keep -Mexicans ,from crossing this way and 
Americans crossing that,. 


For that country is so completely devastated 


and the starvation point has been reached by so 
many, that desperation will drive them to cross- 
ing the line in search of something to eat. And 
curiosity, love of'adventure and a" desire to see 
if their Mexican interests are totally gone will 
induce Americans to. adventure there. 


The most painful recitals that one can listen 


to are those of Americans returned from Mex- 
ico—most having barely escaped with their 
lives. The entire country has been and is being 
exploited by banditti, which the armies have be- 
come with the "chief's" sanction. There is no 
national and patriotic sentiment. What super- 
ficial observers here may mistake for that trait 
is the inborn hatred of Americans. No indig- 
nity they can inflict on our people, and no insult 
they can offer the flag, is ever missed. 


This government has full knowledge of these 


facts. Its own agents have been officially noti- 
fied and the- unofficial information'that has 
been crowded upon it might be gauged by tons' 
weight.

Yet a few days ago we were regaled by ac- 


counts of the President's.'speech to the Ameri- 
can-Mexican commission at New London^ w.here- 
in he expressed his sympathy for that unfortu- 
nate people, who he apppeared to regard as in 
the throes of a mighty struggle for liberty! 
Such mawkishness and apparent inability to un- 
derstand, or if understanding, such malignant 
stubbornness, on the'part of the ratibttal admin- 
istration has very much to do with the sad pass 
to which, things have come in Mexico.

ought to write of George Creel's book 
on "Wilson and the Issues," just off the 
Century Company's press, that it reels 
through its 167 pages. Creel has had a

' have chosen the sort of expressions that 
appear in the book under the impression 
that they make for emphasis. Ho has 
succeeded, by the sarno token. In pro- 
ducing a volume that Is neither dignified 
nor convincing., When one is not occupied 
In standing aside to admire or chide for 
the exuberance of Us expression, the evi- 
dent character of the volume as a polit- 
ical tract Is. making Itself felt.

Maxwell Trail Blazing Crew 


Does Effective Work on 


Long Trip. . 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—A real 


effort to have the coast highway from 
Mexico to Canada marked and placed 
In good shape for tourists by next spring 
will bo undertaken by the International 
Highway Association, following a report 
made by Albert Gill Waddell and Jack 
Grlffln^jsvho recently made the run In the 
famous world's champion no-stops Max- 
well. 


Secretary Charles Heffer I,lnderman of 


the highways body has outlined a plan 
of action which, it is expected, will be 
endorsed by every chamber of commerce 
and commercial and civic body in the 
cities touched by the coast route. Active 
in the work will bo J. E. Montgomery of 
tho Marshficld Chamber of Commerce, 
one of the most strenuous and effective 
good roads advocates in the west. 


"Tho principal thing to overcome is 


the effects of tho number of tales which 
have been -sent broadcast regarding tour- . 
ing conditions on tho coast route," sold 
Secretary Llnderman. 
"Tte report of 


the Maxwell party shows the coast road . 
Jn fair shape and of such construction 
as to permit of easy summer traveK 


"Where 
fast 
time was 
desired the 


Maxwell party on its recent run, cov- 
ered the ground at good speed. The old 
car they employed was by no means a 
racing machine, and was probably In no 
better shape than the average standard 
touring vehicle used by motorists. 
Yet 
the only stop for repairs of any sort was 
to replace a tire that had already seen 
12,000 miles of service. This alone shows 
that tho coast route cannot bo In such 
shape as many have been led to be- 
lieve." 


Mr. Montgomery and hia associates at 


Slarshfleld will lend the 
International 


Highways Association -every assistance 
in having the coast route wet! marked, 
and ready for next year's travel. "The . 
trip of the Maxwell party has opened 
our eyes to many things," he said. "We 
know that the coast road was reported 
as difficult and even unsafe, but until 
Messrs. WaddeH and Griffin told us of 
some of their experiences In trying to 
secure Information we were unaware ot 
tho dire effect slanderous stories had on 
our share of tho motor tourist travel. 


"In many Instances the Maxwell party 


members, after 
requesting and 
being 


given road Informa.tion, asked their In- 
formant how long it had been since he 
traveled the particular stretch of road in 


. Question. 
'Oh, I haven't over been over 


It,' was the. reply In a score of cases. 
That's one reason why wo don't get 
our fair share of the tourist business." 


Within the next month it la expected 
that Secretary Llnderman will make a 
trip from TIa Juana to Vancouver, fol- 
lowing the route taken by the no-stops 
Maxwell a few weeks ago. 
At all points 


he will bo met wltli enthusiasm, as the 
Maxwell party has already pioneered the 
way to assure the highway ofCllcal of a 
hearty reception.

little while In Los Angeles. Socially, po- 
litically, morally, Loa Angeles Is In a 
class by Itself.

granted a now trial by tho trial Judge, 
and an appeal was taken by tho district 
attorney. 
EThls " Isn't tho way 
things 


usually happen-In criminal cases. When 
a trial Judge grants a new trial to a man 
convicted of a crime It to generally taken 
for granted that the man didn't receive a 
cquare deal. 
The complaint of reform- 


ers, like those 
of 
the Commonwealth 


Club, has 
been not that trial Judges 


grant new trial* but that Appellate 
Judges are too much given to technicali- 
ties that are beneficial to men con- 
victed of crime. 
They never thought of 


reforming trial Judges that tolerate pro- 
fessional Jurors and start a trial with 
the presumption that tho defendant Is 
Bullty. 
So they had the law reformed 


for the purpose of protecting trial Judges 
from reversal. But now comes the Ap- 
pellate Court of the southland with a de- 
cision reversing tho trial Judgo In tho 
forgery case for reversing- himself, as It 
were. It seems aa though tho Appellate 
Judgea were resolved to be guided by the 
spirit of the Commonwtolth reformers; 
for according to tho spirit of the law, If 
a man is presumed guilty when put on 
trial what hope \m there for him when a 
verdict of guilty is returned? 
In this 


case, according to tho Appellate Judges, 
oven tho trial Judgo Is not to bo relied 
upon though ho heard the testimony, saw 
the witnesses, studied their manner and 
perceived tho effects of evidence. They 
hold that defendant was not entitled to 
a new trial. Now, I find, the Appellate 
Judges have been very properly reversed 
by tho Supreme Court 
Justice Molvln, 


In a brief opinion, cays that the law (the 
reformers* law designed to make con- 
victions a cinch by barring fundamental

AND THE OCCULT WORLD 


It Is not often Qiat the revelations of a 


medium In her trance are followed up'by 
a sleuth hound from the reporter*" room 
of a newspaper office; but this book 
tells the true story of just such an as- 
signment. Dean Bridgman Conner whose 
etrange disappearance from the world 
furnishes the starting point, was a. young 
American 
electrician 
employed In the 


City of Mexico. 
In February, 1S05, he 


caught typhoid fever and was taken to 
the 
American 
hospital; 
about 
three 


weeks later the American consul-general 
reported to hlB parents in Burlington, 
Vt, that he had died there and had been 
buried In the American cemetery; his 
baggage . and personal effects were cent 
home. 
So far the story Is quite ordin- 


ary; but then Conner Sr.. had a vivid 
dream "In which hla son appeared and 
said he was not dead, but was alive and 
help ca-ptlve In Mexico." 
This eot Con- 


ner talking, and other people talked too. 
Tho vague suspicion was started that 
tha young man had been kidnaped from 
the hospital—that 
another 
body 
had 


been buried In place of his—that he was 
In the hands of brigands who wanted a 
ransom. The body was exhumed and ex- 
amined, and there was doubt as to its 
Identity—the more so because Mexico 
was regarded as a country In which any- 
thing might happen. 


It occurred to Dr. Richard Hodgson, 


secretary to the American branch of the 
Society for Psychical Research, to refer 
tho matter to the celebrated Mrs. Piper. 
The lady gave several seances on the 
subject and called In several "controls." 
The result of this was to confirm 'sus- 
picion and add particulars. 
As seance 


fallowed seance, /precision gre-w more 
precise. It was at last established by 
these Inquiries that Dean Bridgman Con- 
ner was In the private lunatic asylum of 
a Dr. Clntz, a German, In a site which 
the medium described minutely, near the 
city of Pueblo. 


Thla Is the point at which the reporter, 


Anthony J. Phllpot, comes Into tho story. 
He was on the Boston Globe; and ho had 
once before, in the course of his repor- 


torial duties, discovered a man who had 
mysteriously disappeared. 
It- -was de- 


cided, therefore, to send him. to Mexico, 
guided by the spirits of the departed, 
who had communicated with Mrs. Piper, 
to look for Dean Brlgman Conner. He 
went. He found that Mrs. Piper's "con- 
trols" had described the soenery and the 
local color sufficiently closely for him to 
Identify the place. 'He had been told to 
look for the private lunatic asylum; but 
the asylum Itself was not there, and 
there was no Dr. Clntz and no newa of 
Dean 
Bridgman 
Conner. 
That 
point 


cleared up Phllpott repaired to the City 
of Mexico, to see what1 he could find out 
at the consulate and the hospital. It was 
a hospital with an excellent reputation, 
and It was hardly credible that there 
could have been any foul play there; but 
there was a difficulty in finding- anyone 
who had. actually seen the dead body, for 
tho doctor who had attended the case 
had gone to Guatemala, and the nurse 
also had disappeared.. The fact that that 
lady's name was Smith did not make It 
any 
e4sier to 
find her; but Phllpott 


tracked her to a hacienda at Tuxpan. 
Her evidence satisfied him that 
Dean 


Bridgman Conner had really, beyond the 
shadow of a doubt, died of typhoid fever 
in the hospital, and that Conner Sr. and 
Dr. Hodgson and Mrs. piper and the 
"controls" had sent him on a wild goose 
chase. 


The newspaperman returned to Boston 


and hod a passage at arms with Dr. 
Hodgson who still Insisted that Mrs. 
Piper was right,'and said that If he had 
the means he himself would go to Mex- 
ico and find Dean BrldgTnan Conner— 
alive—and bring him back to his father 
and mother. 
That proved a rash re- 


mark. 
The proprietor 
of the 
Boston 


Globe offered to put up the money for 
Dr. Hodgson's Journey, and published the 
fact that he had done so; but Dr. Hodg- 
eon never accepted the offer, nor did he 
ever make any attempt to go to Mexico 
to clear up the mystery. 
Such Is the 


story told by this interesting. boolft 
I 


wonder what Sir Oliver Lodge has to 
say about It?—Town Talk.
